“By faith Noah, being warned of God of things not 
seen as yet, moved with fear, prepared an ark;to the saving 


of his house.”—Heb. 11:7. 


I want you to notice especially 
that there is a man who was suc- 
cessful in the saving of his house. 


Another thing of great interest 
in this verse is the fact that Noah 
was moved with fear. Noah feared 
God. He saw things that caused 
him to be moved with fear. 


Sometimes people say that fear 
is not a good motive for doing 
anything, but the Bible speaks 
“ @ifferently. The Bible tells us that 
“the fear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of wisdom.” I believe it would 
help every one of us if we could 
have God put fear in our hearts 
about the home problem. 

When I mentioned speaking on 
the home, two friends associated 
with the law enforcement business 
and the Oakland County Sheriff's 
Department, volunteered to bring 
along’ some things which have 
been taken from teen-agers. I have 
those things with me now. 

I don’t want to be misunder- 
stood about my feelings toward 
teen-agers. Some of the best Chris- 
tians I have ever met in my life, 
some of the best Christians I 
know right now, are teen-age boys 
and girls. 

Some of the most sincere Chris- 
tians, some of the most humble 
Christians, some of the most dili- 
gent Christians that I know are 
Christian boys and girls who are 
under twenty years of age. Some 
of the finest soul winners I have 
ever known have been teen-agers. 
Some of the best workers in this 
church, Sunday School, and choir 
are teen-agers,

On the other hand, outside the 
circle that you and I know, there 
are hundreds and thousands of 
teen-age boys and girls across 
America who are living lives worse 
than the heathenism of Africa and 
the places where there are no 
churches and no missionaries and 
no Gospel. 

Some of you folk actually do 
not know what is going on in this 
country among our. teen-agers. 
Much of it is going on in the 
public schools where the Bible 
has been kicked out, where God 
is laughed at, and where teachers 
do not know the Son of God as 
their personal Saviour. 

Here are things taken off teen- 
agers — guns, all kinds of knives, 
knucks, meat  cleavers, black 
_ jacks, and a dozen or so other 


things. These things show the 
trend of the thinking of the teen- 
ager. 


You may have read in your 
newspaper a few weeks ago where 
644 teen-agers were expelled from 
the schools of the city of New 
York alone, They were expelled 
for murder, for rape, for sedition, 
for all sorts of criminal offenses. 
You say it is a great problem 
when’ 644 teen-agers have to be 
expelled from the public schools. 
Yes, but I will tell you a worse 
problem. What is going to become 
of them? Where are they going? 
Who is going to educate them? 
Who is going to win them to God? 

A bigger problem than this, is 
the problem of the mill that con- 
tinues to grind them out, just like 
those 644. You ask, “What mill 
is that?” It is the mill of the

But there is no need that we 
speculate or guess or argue as to 
why Jesus Christ came into ‘the 
world; for God Himself has seen 
fit to tell us in the most plain and 
explicit ‘words just why Jesus 
Christ came-into this world. You 
will find God’s own statement of 
why Jesus Christ came into the 


Washington Area Churches

June 19-26, Dr. Billy Graham 
was to have an evangelistic cru- 
sade at Griffith Stadium, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Some fundamental churches and 
pastors in the area felt they owed 
it to other Christians to go’ on 
record as to why they felt it im- 
proper and wrong for Bible-be- 
lieving Christians to yoke up with 
the modernists who will have a 
large part in controlling the Billy 
Graham crusade. 

Recently we received a letter 
from Rev. Walter H. Kirk, pastor 
of the Wheaton Bible Church, 
Wheaton, Maryland, on this mat- 
ter, and resolutions about the cru- 
sade. 

Here below we publish the 
resolutions passed and signed by a 
number of churches and other 
preachers in the Washington area. 


These resolutions are statements) 


by good people. They are not at- 
tacking Dr. Graham. They are not 
opposing evangelism. They are 
simply saying that Christians 
ought to do what the Bible says 
in the matter of yoking up with 
unbelievers’ and they feel that 
fundamental.,. Bible-believing 
churches and Christians will be 
hurt by the public promotion of 
modernists and unbelievers and 
the breaking down of the line be- 
tween the saved and the unsaved, 
Christians and infidels in such a 
campaign. 

Here are the resolutions with 
their own headings: 


Why §  Bible-Believing Chris- 
tians Cannot Support the 
Billy Graham National 

~ Capital Crusade 

From June 19-26, 1960 the Bil- 
ly Graham Evangelistic Associa- 
tion will be engaged in an evan- 
gelistic crusade at Griffith Stadi- 
um in Washington, D. C. This 
campaign will have the unofficial 
sponsorship of the Council of 
Churches National Capital Area, 


and the great majority of the prot-| 


estant churches in the Washing- 
ton area will actively co-operate 
with and support this ecumenical 


Those who have accepted Christ 
as their personal Saviour believe 
in the evangelization of the lost, 
and accept the Scripture’s own 
testimony that the Bible IS the 
Word of God. However, Christians 
must also realize that this evan- 
gelization must be in accordance 
with the teaching of Scripture, and 
that Christians cannot jeopardize 
the position of the historic Chris- 
tian faith by co-operating with a 
sponsorship that is unscriptural, 
and that will greatly harm the 
cause of fundamentalism. Such is 
the case in this crusade, as has 
been evident in previous crusades 
conducted by the Billy Graham 
Evangelistic Association, where 
modernistic churches are asked to 
co-operate with the campaign, re- 
ligious liberals have held positions 
of prominence in the structure of 
the campaigns, and those profess- 
ing decisions are channeled into 
the same modernistic churches. 

Therefore, the following resolu- 
tions have been adopted by a num- 
ber of pastors, other Christian 
workers, and laymen; who have 
gone on record as opposing this 
campaign because of its. theo- 
logical inclusiveness, and because 
of their supreme love for the Word 
of God and the testimony of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
It is the desire of these pastors 
and laymen that other Bible-be- 
lieving Christians in the Wash- 
ington, D. C. area will see clearly 
the issues involved, and will take 
their stand with them in the de- 
fense of the Word of God and the 
historic Christian faith, and will 
not aid the cause of the apostate 
ecumenical church by supporting 
in any way this campaign in June.

world in I Timothy 1:15, “This is 
a faithful saying, and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners.”” No one can mistake the 
meaning of those words. Listen 
again: “This is a faithful saying, 
and worthy of all acceptation, 
that Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners.” 


When we stop to reflect upon 
the exact meaning and full force 
of this statement, it will seem in- 
credible. These words unmistak- 
ably declare that it was an inter- 
est in sinners, in the vile outcast, 
in rebels against* God, in blas- 
phemers, persecutors, perjurers, 
thieves, robbers, harlots, thugs, 
bandits, murderers, that induced 
the glorious Son of God to leave 
Heaven's joy and glories and to 
come down into this world. And 
these words furthermore tell us 
that Christ Jesus came into the 
world not to punish sinners as the 
holy executioner of God’s wrath 
against sin, nor to study them as 
a great philosopher. No, no; He 
came to save them. Does it look 
credible that the Son of God 
should step down from the throne 
of His glory, lay that inifinite

glory aside, consent to enter this 
world through the lowly door of 
Bethlehem’s manger and leave it 
through the shameful and dreadful 
door of Calvary’s Cross to save 
sinners? No wonder that Paul felt 
it necessary to _ preface this 
astounding statement with the 
words, “This is a faithful saying, 
and worthy of all acceptation.” 
Paul well knew that philosophers 
and thinking men generally would 
not be ready to accept this state- 
ment of the purpose of the coming 
of that infinitely glorious person, 
Jesus Christ, into this world, and 
therefore he will call their atten- 
tion to the fact that as incredible 
as this statement appears to be, 
it was God’s own word and there- 
fore worthy of man’s unquestion- 
ing and absolute confidence and of 
all acceptance. Yes, this is why 
Christ Jesus came into the world, 
this is the great central purpose 
of His coming, to save sinners,

PART Il: DOCTRINAL 


Sanctification: Its 
Meaning 


In commencing our inquiry on 
the subject of sanctification as 
taught ‘in the Scriptures, it is of 
importance first of all that there 
be a clear understanding of the 
meaning which writer and reader 
attach to the word. For if the 
writer have one thought in his 
mind when he uses this expression, 
and the reader be thinking of 
something totally different as he 
peruses the treatise, it is not to 
be supposed that a common con- 
clusion will ever be reached. 

I propose, then, first of all, to 
let the theologians and the holi- 
ness teachers define the word for 
us; and then to turn to Scripture, 
there to test their definitions. Ex- 
amples: “In a doctrinal sense sanc- 
tification is the making truly and 
perfectly holy what was before 
defiled and sinful. It is a progres- 
sive work of divine grace upon 
the soul justified by the love of 
Christ. The believer is gradually 
cleansed from the corruption of 
his nature, and is at length pre- 
sented ‘faultless before the pres- 
ence of his glory with exceeding 
joy. ”’ This is a-fair statement of 
the views held by ordinary Prot- 
estant theologians, and is taken 
from the Bible Dictionary edited 
by W. W. Rand, and published by 
the American Tract Society. 

The secular dictionary . defini- 
tions generally agree that “sanc- 
tification is an act of God’s grace, 
whereby man’s affections are puri- 
fied and exalted.” And this, it will 
be observed, practically accords 
with the definition already given. 

Holiness writers are very ex- 
plicit, and generally draw atten- 
tion to what they suppose to be 
the difference between justifica- 
tion and sanctification. I shall not 
quote any of their authorities as 
to this, but put the teaching in 
my own language rather, as I! 
often taught it in past years. My 
reason for this is that all holi- 
ness professors reading these pages 
may be able to judge for them- 
selves as to whether I was “clear” 
as to the matter when numbered 
among them. 

Justification, then, was supposed 
to be a work of grace by which 
sinners are made righteous and 
freed from their sinful habits when 
they come to Christ. But in the 
merely justified soul there remains 
a corrupt principle, an evil tree, 
or “a root of bitterness,” which 
continually prompts to sin. If the 
believer obeys this impulse and 
wilfully sins, he ceases to be justi- 
fied; therefore the desirability of 
its removal, that the likelihood of 
backslitng may be greatly les- 
sened. The eradication of this sin- 
ful root is samecetification. It is 
therefore the cleansing of the na- 
ture from all inbred sin by the 
blood of Christ (applied through 
faith when a full consecration is 
made), and the refining fire of 
the Holy Spirit, who burns out 
all dross when all is laid upon the 
altar of sacrifice. This, and this 
only, is true sanctification—a dis- 
tinct second work of grace, subse- 
quent to justification, and without 
which that justifieation is very 
likely to be lost! , 

The correctness of the defini- 
tion will, I think, be acknowledged 
by even the most radical of the 
“holiness” school. 

Now let us test these statements 
by Scripture. And in order to do 
so intelligently, I purpose first to 
look at a number of passages in 
both Testaments, and see if in any 
of them either of the definitions 
given above would make good 
sense and sound doctrine. I would 
observe that holiness and sancti- 


fication are equivalent terms; 
both words being used to translate 
the one Greek or Hebrew noun. 
Twelve prominent examples may 
suffice to show how the term is 
used in our Bibles. 


(1) The sanctification of in- 
animate objects is distinctly taught 
in the Word: 

“Thou shalt anoint the altar of 
the burnt offering, and all his 
vessels, and sanctify the altar: 
and it shall be an altar most holy. 
And thou shalt anoint the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify it.’’— 
Exod. 40:10, 11. 

Are we to suppose any change 
took place in the nature of these 
vessels? Or was there any evil 
element rooted out of them? 

Again, in Exodus 19:23 we read, 
“Set bounds about the mount 

Sinai}, and sanctify it.” Was any 
change effected in the composi- 
tion of the mountain when God 
gave the law upon it? Let the 
reader answer fairly and honestly, 
and he must confess that here at 
least neither the theological nor 
the “holiness” definitions apply to 
the word “sanctify.” What it does 
mean we shall see later, when we 
have heard all of our twelve wit- 
nesses. 

(2) People can sanctify them- 
selves, without any act of divine 
power, or any work of grace tak- 
ing place within them. “Let the 
priests also, which come near to 
the Lord, sanctify themselves” 
(Exod. 19:22). Were these priests, 
then,-to change their own natures 
from evil to good, or to destroy 
from within themselves the prin- 
ciple of evil? Once more it is 
the readers’ province to judge. I 
adduce the witnesses: they must 
be the jury. 

(3) One man could sanctify an- 
other. “Sanctify unto me all the 
first-born ... it is mine” (Exod. 
13:2); and, again, “The Lord said 
unto Moses, Go unto the people, 
and sanctify them ... let them 
wash their clothes” (Exod. 19:10). 
What inward change, or cleansing, 
was Moses to perform in regard 
to the first-born, or to the entire 
people of Israel? That he did not 
eliminate their inbred sin, the suc- 
ceeding chapters amply testify. 

(4) Persons can sanctify them- 
selves to do iniquity. “They that 
sanctify themselves, and _ purify 
themselves in the gardens behind 
one tree in the midst, eating 
swine’s flesh, and the abomina- 
tion, and the mouse, shall be con- 
sumed together, saith the Lord” 
(Isa. 66:17). How monstrous a 
sanctification was this, and how 
absurd the thought of any inward 
cleansing here! 

(5) The Son was sanctified by 
the Father. “Say ye of him whom 
the Father hath sanctified, and 
sent into the world, Thou blas- 
phemist: because I said, I am the 
Son of God?” (John 10:36.) They, 
not He, blasphemed; and equally 
vile would be the blasphemy of 
any who. said that sanctification, 
for Christ, implied a corrupt na- 
ture eradicated, or a perverse will 
ehanged. He was ever “that holy 
thing ... called the Son of God.” 

There are not wanting “holi- 
ness” advocates who impiously 
dare to teach that the taint of 
sin was in His being, and needed 
elimination; but they are right- 
fully refused fellowship, and their 
teaching abhorred by all Spirit- 
taught Christians. Yet He, the 
Holy One, was “sanctified by God 
the Father,” as Jude writes of all 
believers. Are we to suppose the 
expression means one thing in re- 
lation to Christ, and quite another 
in regard to saints? 

(6) The Lord Jesus sanctified 
Himself. ‘‘For their sakes I sancti- 
fy myself, that they also might 
be sanctified through the truth”

Wherefore God 
also gave them up to uncleanness 
through the lusts of their own 
hearts, to dishonor_ their. own 
bodies between thé@mselves: Who 
changed the truth of God into a 
lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature more .than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever. Amen.”

(John 17:19). If either of the defi- 
nitions given above is to stand, 
then what are we to make of the 
fact that He who had been sanc- 
tified by the Father, yet afterward 
sanctified Himself? Is it not plain 
that there is some great discrepan- 
cy here between the theologians, 
the perfectionists, and the Bible? 

(7) Unbelievers are sometimes 
sanctified. “For the unbelieving 
husband is sanctified by [in] the 
wife, and the unbelieving wife is 
sanctified by [in] the husband: 
else were your children unclean; 
but now are they holy |or sancti- 
fied (I Cor. 7:14). Here the 
life-partner of a Christian, though 
unsaved, is said to be sanctified. 
Is such a one, then, free from in- 
bred sin, or undergoing a gradual 
change of nature? If this be too 
absurd for consideration, sanctifi- 
cation cannot mean either of the 
experiences specified. 

(8) Carnal Christians are sanc- 
tified. “Paul, called an apostle of 
Jesus Christ, through the will of 
God, and Sosthenes our brother, 
unto the Church of God which is 
at Corinth, to them that are sanc- 
tified in Christ Jesus.”” “I breth- 
ren, could not speak unto you as 
unto spiritual, but as unto carnal, 
even as unto babes in Christ... . 
For ye are yet carnal: for where- 
as there is among you envy- 
ing, and*“strife, and divisions, are 
ye not carnal, and walk as men?” 
C2 toe. 5 31, 4. lke ee 

Carnal, and yet free from in- 
bred sin? Impossible! Neverthe- 
less they who are declared to be 
sanctified in chapter 1 are said 
to be carnal in chapter 3. By no 
possible system of logical reason- 
ing can the class of the latter 
chapter be made out to be dif- 
ferent from those addressed in the 
former. 


(9) We are told to follow sancti- 
fication. “Follow peace with all 
men, and holiness | sanctification |, 
without which no man shall see 
the Lord” (Heb-12:14). In what 
sense could men jollow a change 
of nature, or how follow the elimi- 
nation of the carnal mind? I fol- 
low that which is before me—that 
to which I have not yet fully at- 
tained in a practical sense, as the 
Apostle Paul tells us he did, in 
Philippians 3:13-16. 

(10) Believers are called upon 
to sanctify God! “But sanctify the 
Lord God in your hearts: and be 
ready always to give an answer to 
every man that asketh you a rea- 
son of the hope that is in you, with 
meekness and fear” (I Pet. 3:15). 
How are we to understand an ex- 


hortation like this if sanctification 
implies an inward cleansing, or 
making holy what was before un- 
clean and evil? Is it not manifest 
that such a definition would 
to the wildest vagaries and 
grossest absurdities? 

(11) Persons addressed as sanc- 
tified are afterward exhorted to 
be holy. “Peter, an apostle of Je- 
sus Christ, to the strangers scat- 
tered throughout Pontus, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, 
elect according to the foreknowl- 
edge of God the Father, through 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto 
obedience and sprinkling of the 
blood of Jesus Christ AS 
he which hath called you is holy, 
be ye holy in all manner of 
conversation: because it is writ- 
ten, Be ye holy; for I am holy” 
(I Peter 1:1, 2, 15, 16). 

Think of the incongruity here if 
sanctification and holiness refer 
to an inward work whereby inbred 
sin is rooted out of one’s being! 
The sanctified are exhorted to be 
holy, in place of being informed 
that already they have been made 
absolutely that, and therefore need 
no such exhortation. 

(12) The sanctified are never- 
theless declared to be perfected 
forever. “For by one offering he

That is the reason they laugh- 
ed at Lot.

What about David’s family? 
David lost his family. His children 
were guilty of every kind of a 
sin that you can think of, even 
murder and adultery. They died 
ignominious, shameful deaths and 
broke the heart of David.

May God help you mothers and 
dads to realize that just because 
you are a Christian is no sign that 
all of your children are going to 
be in Heaven.

I believe if we could have at the 
head of every home represented 
in this church a real man of God 
with an old-fashioned altar, a 
really consecrated Christian man, 
I believe we could have a church 
that would literally vibrate with 
the power of God, and we would 
see thousands of people saved and 
joining this church all the time. 


I say again that I believe the 
man in the home is the key to 
this whole thing. The Bible plainly 
teaches that what you sow in your 
home you are going to reap in 
your children. 


My friends, maybe some of your 
own children this morning would 
give anything in the world if they 
had a daddy who was a little dif- 
ferent from what you are. Do you 
know that some of your own chil- 
dren are surprised at you, shocked 
at ‘you, and embarrassed about 
you? You are.a Christian, but you 
are a compromising Christian. 


Some of your own children have 
lost respect for you because they 
know that you are not real and 
that you are not genuine. 

I want you to notice three 
things I think ought to be true 
of every man, 


I, A Man Ought to be 
Absolutely Honest 


First of all, he ought to be 
absolutely honest. Any man who 
would ever tell one of his children 
a lie is not the right kind of man. 
Any man who would deceive one 
of his children in any way what- 
soever is a sorry man. A man who 
will lie to his children and be 
dishonest with them is not the 
kind of man we need at the head 
of the home in America today. 
This matter of honesty is impor- 
tant. 


Years ago I sat in the First 
Baptist Church of Romeo, Michi- 
gan, in a preachers’ meeting. I 
sat beside a man that I have 
known for at least twenty years. 


This man leaned over to me 
while the preacher was preaching 
and said, ‘““Tom, I have to do some- 
thing I hate to do. I’ve got to 
leave before this meeting is over; 
I’ve got to go now.” 


I asked, “Why can’t you stay 
until the meeting is over?” 

He replied, “I promised my boy 
that I would be home to do a 
certain thing with him which is 
very important to him, and I’ve 
got to be there.” He got up and 
walked out of the church. 


A few weeks ago I spoke at a 
Youth Meeting on a Saturday 
night where there were several 
hundred young people. There was 
one young man who had a great 
part in the program — he sat on 
the platform, directed much of the 
meeting, played a musical jnstru- 
ment, and contributed a great 
deal to the Youth Rally. 

He came up to me and said, 
“Mr Malone, you don’t know me, 
do you?” 

I replied, “No, I don’t.” 

He gave me his name, and all 
of a sudden, it occurred to me that 
I was talking to the young man 
who was the son of the preacher 
who about nineteen or twenty 
years ago said to me, “I made a 
promise to my boy, and preachers’ 
meeting or no preachers’ meeting, 
I’m not going to break a promise 
that I made to my son, I have to 
be honest with him.” 

The thought came to me, “No 
wonder that young man stands 
on the platform, gives a testimony, 
and takes a place of leadership. 
No wonder he is a real, genuine, 
consecrated child of God. No 
wonder with a father like that!” 

Let me tell you, my friends, 
if you never amount to anything 
in the world, you be honest with 
your children. Let them know that 
you are true-blue. 

Sometimes children take things 
that do not belong to them. If 
you ever let them take something 
that doesn’t belong to them and 
get by with it, you are just as 
big a cheat as they are, any 
furthermore, you will teach the 
that it is all right to steal. If 
you ever let them run over seme 
other child, and you laugh at 
them and condone them in it, you 
are teaching them that it is right 
to have their way no matter whom 
it hurts. 

God give us men who are honest 
and real. It doesn’t make any 
difference whether you make a 
success at business or not; it 
doesn’t make any difference 
whether you get your name in 


il1the paper or not; but it does make 


a difference whether or not you 
are honest, true and sincere in 
your home. 


II, A Man Ought to be Clean 
Second, men need to be clean. 
God wants clean men—men who 
think clean, men who talk clean, 
men who act clean, men who live 
clean, men who are clean, 


I could go over to a nearby 
city this morning and bring a 
preacher into this pulpit who 
could tell you a story that I am 
about to tell you. He was an eye- 
witness to the thing I am going 
to relate to you. 


He said that a few years ago he 
visited in the home of a man in 
that city and talked with the man 
about coming to church and about 
being a Christian. The man told 
him that he had a broken home, 
and that his wife had divorced 
him and wasn’t there. The preach- 
er said, “I want you to be saved 
and to come to church.” 


The man said, “I’m not coming. 
I used to go; in fact, I used to be 
a deacon in the church.” He 
shook his head and said, “I’m not 
coming to church.” ; 

The preacher said, “Friend, if 
you used to be a Christian; if 
you think that you used to be sav- 
ed; if you used to be a deacon and 
a member of a church, why are 
you so stubborn and so head- 
strong, and why have you made 
up your mind that you are not 
going to attend church again?’ 

“I can’t do it; I can’t do it, 
preacher,” he said. “I can’t come 
to church again.” 


The preacher said, “Friend, I 
know that God can meet your 
need, God loves you; so do I and 
I want to help you. Why won't 
you come?” 


After a few minutes, he said, 
“I’m going to show you why.” 
He went over to a bedroom door 
and opened the. door. He called 
into the room and said, “Come 
here, Son.” He took by the hand 
a sixteen-year-old boy and led 
him over to the preacher. There 
was a retarded boy with the 
marks of sin all over him, There 
was a boy with the mentality 
of a two or three year old child. 

Then the man said, “Preacher, 
I’m not coming to your church be- 
cause I would never bring a boy 
like this and come to church, but 
I want you to go back and tell 
the men of your church: “Be 
not deceived, God is not mocked; 
for whatsoever a man_ soweth, 
that shall he also reap.” 

The preacher said that he walk- 
ed out of that house with the 
fear of God in his soul and with 
a broken heart over that man. 

My friends, God needs clean 
men in the homes in America; and 
unless God can have clean men, 
we will have a dirty nation, dirty 
churches, and juvenile delinquents 
by the multiplied thousands. 

What are you doing to save 
your house? Some of you don’t 
even bring your children to church. 
You bring them once a week and 
you are too lazy to get up and 
get them ready the rest of the 
time, so you leave them at home. 
Some of you don’t know where 
your children are at night. Some 
of you don’t even know where 
they are in the day time, let alone 
at night. 

The men of America are reaping 
what they have sown in their 
homes. God give us honest men; 
God give us clean men, 


III. A Man Ought to be of 
Good Influence 


In the third place, God give us 
men who realize that they exercise 
an influence on their children that 
is more weighty than the influence 
of Sunday School teachers, pastors 
or anybody else in the world. 

Men, you are going to have the 
kind of child that you are a man. 
Your influence is counting either 
for God or against Him in the 
lives of your children. 

I read some time ago of a boy 
who woke up in the night scream- 
ing.

I am ruining 
him; I am destroying him; I’m 
not a clean man; I’m not an 
honest man; my influence is not 
for God and for the church and 
for my family.

A Happy Home 
Friends, everything is big in 
your life and in your home. There 
are no little things. We need 
mothers and fathers in our homes 
today who don’t fuss and fight 
all the time. 


You can serve on a board, you 
can sing in the choir, you can 
teach a Sunday School class, or 
you can preach; but if you and 
your wife don’t have a family 
altar and an atmosphere of love, 
peace and tranquility, don’t you 
ever expect your children to turn 
out well, for they won't. If your 
Christianity doesn’t give you a 
happy home, I wouldn’t give you 
a nickel for it. If you can’t live for 
God in your home and convince 
your family that you are a real 
Christian, you can’t convince any- 
body else. If you can’t defeat the 
Devil between the four walls of 
your own home, you can’t defeat 
him anywhere. 


We need Sunday School teach- 
ers who are not subject to and ad- 
dicts to the cigarette. There are 
a lot of things worse than smok- 
ing. Smoking never sent anybody 
to Hell. But let me tell you, if 
you smoke cigarettes and beat 
your boy for smoking them, you 
are a humbug. You are not real 
and genuine. If you do something 
and tell your boy it is wrong to 
do it, you are a hypocrite. You 
may say, “I don’t have to listen 
to that kind of preaching.” You do 
if you come here. 


A Strong Church 


Let me tell you, I want a large 
church; I want to see every man, 
woman, boy and girl saved I can 
possibly see. I believe if God can 
have His way, He will give us a 
church overrun with people. But 
more than that, I want a clean 
church with the power of God on 
it. No church will ever be stronger 
than the men; no church will ever 
be cleaner than its men; no church 
will ever do any more than its men 
will do. 


God give us men—men who are 
honest, not liars; men who are 
clean, not dirty; men with good 
influence, not the wrong influence. 


Men, now is the time to be 
somebody. You say, “My children 
are little children.” I know they 
are. 


Let me tell you something that 
happened seventeen or eighteen 
years ago when I was pastor of 
another church. -I went into the 
home of a man and talked to him 
about his soul. He said, “No, Mr. 
Malone, I am not going to be saved 
now; I’m not ready. I will let you 
know.” 


The next Sunday morning when 
the invitation was given in the 
church, that man came down the 
aisle. He put both arms around 
my neck, hugged me to him, shed 
tears, and said, “Tom, I want to 
get right with God.” 

- I called him by his name and 
said, “I’m so glad you came, but 
I will be honest with you in say- 


ing that I did not expect you to 
come this morning.” 


He said, “Tom, after you left 
my home the other night, my little 
five-year-old boy climbed up in 
my lap. He had heard what you 
said to me. 


“He reached out his chubby 
arms, put them around my neck, 
hugged me real tight, put his lit- 
tle mouth up to my ear and whis- 
pered, ‘Daddy, we don’t want to 
be a Christian, do we?’ 


“I sent him upstairs to bed, 
and then I said, ‘O God, if I am 
damning the soul of my little boy, 
I want to get right the first serv- 
ice I can get in.’ That’s why I 
came this morning.” 


First Things First 


Listen, men, a man who does 
not come to prayer meeting is one 
who is saying to his family that 
prayer meeting is not important. 

A man who never reads the 
Book of God in his home is one 
who is saying to his family that 
the Bible is not important. A- man 
who won't tithe his income is 
saying to his children, “The church 
of God and the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ is not important.” A man 
who won't go visiting is saying to 
his family, “The souls of men are 
not important.”

It is to be expected that the 
areas which know us better would 
support us better in the radio 


broadcast. For example, the big. 


50,000-watt radio station in Chi- 
cago has a wonderful hearing, and 
both on WLS in the past and now 
on WCFL at 9:30 Sunday night, 
Central Daylight Time, we have 
a tremendous hearing and mail 
and gifts from God’s people to 
cover the expense of the broad 
cast. 


Some years ago we spent three 
months in the Carolinas with 
blessed and fruitful revival cam- 
paigns in Winston-Salem, Durham, 
and Greenville, and with scores 
of single services throughout those 
two states. Since then we have 
been often to North and South 
Carolina. So our radio broadcasts 
in North and South Carolina are 
well supported. Similarly we have 
had blessed revival campaigns in 
Cleveland, Dayton, Lima, .and else- 
where in Ohio, and we get good 
support for our broadcasts in Ohio. 


However, we have not preached 
often in the area of New York 
City, New Jersey, and Connecticut. 
So we have had relatively poorer 
support for the very expensive 
broadcast on WABC in New York 
City and feel we must discontinue 
it. 


In some areas the heresy of 
“storehouse tithing’ has _ been 
much preached, and common 


Christians have been browbeaten 
with the insistence that they were 
not loyal, that their tithes would 
not count, that Godewould not 
honor them unless all the tithes 
were given through the local 
church. In such areas where de- 
nominational idolatry is the rule 
among even many of the best 
Christian people, there is natural- 
ly little support for evangelists 
and little support for faith mis- 
sions, little support for nation- 
wide efforts to get out the Gospel 
by radio. Thus, although we get 
many, many letters from Texas 
and Missouri, the support is not 
sufficient to pay for the radio 
time in those states. 


We have not often preached in 
central and northern California, 
and do not get enough support to 
warrant our continuing broadcast 
on Radio KGO.

Why Jesus Came

“Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners.” 


I. In Whose Behalf Tt Was 
That Christ Jesus Came 
Into the World 


Notice first of all, please, in 
whose behalf it was that Christ 
Jesus came—in the behalf of 
“SINNERS.” “Sinners” is not a 
nice word, and the fact for which 
it stands is even worse than the 
word. Sin is the foulest, hateful- 
est, most hideous, most lothsome 
thing in all the universe. Disease, 
leprosy, death, corruption, rotten- 
ness, putridity, and all other re- 
pulsive and disgusting things are 
one and all merely inadequate 
types of sin and its hideousness 
and repulsiveness. The sinner is 
the personal embodiment of all 
this foulness and vileness and re- 
pulsiveness, and yet Jesus Christ, 
the holy Son of God, came into 
the world in behalf of sinners. 


Men and women who were sin- 
ners and who were conscious of 
the fact seemed to be the only 
people in whom Christ Jesus took 
any interest when He was here 
on earth. He “received sinners,”’ 
He “called sinners,’ He “ate with 
publicans and sinners.” He an- 
nounced as His program, “J came 
not to call the righteous, but sin- 
ners” (Matt. 9:13), and again, 
“The Son of man is-come to seek 
and to save that which was lost” 
(Luke 19:10). 

A very prominent and eminently 
respectablé and profoundly pious 
leader among the Jews came in a 
very deferential way to Christ 
Jesus one night to ask Him a few 
important questions; and He prac- 
tically slammed the door in his 
face by saying, “You must be born 
again.”” He would not even reason 
with him, but kept saying, “You 
must be born again.” In the very 
next chapter a loose, abandoned 
woman strays His way and He 
tells her all about the water which 
if a man drink thereof he will 
“never thirst again,’ and about 
the true way to worship, and 
about His own Messianic office. 


In the eighteenth chapter of 
Luke a most attractive young man 
comes to Jesus Christ, a young 
man who had led a most exem- 
plary life, a life of morality and 
piety and generosity and culture 
and Christ sends him away sorrow- 
ful by an uncompromising demand 
that he sell all his honestly-got- 
ten possessions and give the pro- 
ceeds to the poor. And in the very 
next chapter He tells a notorious, 
money-grasping old sinner named 
Zacchaeus that He wants to put 
up at his house!. 


In the seventh chapter of Luke, 


Jesus Christ hits a very respect-] 


able and highly esteemed and hos- 
pitable gentleman named Simon a 
Slap in the face, and almost in the 
Same breath tenderly says to a dis- 
reputable woman of the town, 
“Thy sins are forgiven—go in 
peace.” 

All of His interest was in sin- 
ners, all His tenderness was for 
simners, all His infinitely gracious 
invitations were for siwmers. Oh, 
how wondrously kind and gentle 
He was to sinners! But how merci- 
less He was to moralists, to all 
who boasted of their own good- 
ness, of their religion and their 
righteousness—stripping off the 
veneering of decency that covered 
the real rottenness within, calling 
them “white-washed sepulchres,” 
“hidden graves,” enclosures of rot- 
tenness and corruption and dead 
men’s bones, “generation of 
snakes.” 


Christ Jesus came to save sin- 
ners. Do you wish Christ Jesus to 
take an interest in you and to save 
you? Well, then, you must take 
your place before Him as a sinner, 
just a commonplace, unadorned, 
unvarnished, inexcusable, self-con- 
fessed sinner; not a_ respectable 
sinner, no; nor a genteel sinner, 
nor a cultivated sinner, no; nor an 
attractive sinner, no; hor an ami- 
able sinner, no; but just a plain, 
unadorned sinner; a poor, miser- 
able, vile, guilty, worthless, Hell- 
deserving sinner, Do you know 
that more people are shut out of 
Jesus Christ’s saving grace and 
out of pardon and out of Heaven 
and out of eternal life because 
they won’t get right down before 
Christ Jesus as sinners, plain, ug- 
ly, wretched sinners, than by any- 
thing else? Far more people are 


shut out of Heaven by the pride 
that keeps them from crying, ‘“‘God 
be merciful to me a sinner,” than 
are shut out by the enormity of 
their sins or by the stubbornness 
of their infidelity. It is as true to- 
day as it was when Jesus Christ 
first said it to the moralists of His 
own day, “The publicans and har- 
lots go into the kingdom of heaven 
before you” (Matt. 21:31). 


One night in an after-meeting 
in Chicago, as I passed through 
the innermost inquiry room, a 
lady of large culture sat there 
among the inquirers. This woman 
had taken two or three university 
degrees, she was in professional 
life and was one of the most high- 
ly ‘cultured women who attended 
our church. As I passed by she 
said, “Mr. Torrey, will you speak 
with me?” 

I replied, “If you will wait a 
few moments until I speak to 
these poor creatures over yonder,”’ 
looking toward some poor out- 
casts grouped together in a cor- 
ner of the room, “I will come back 
and speak with you.” These poor 
outcasts knew that they were sin- 
ners and they accepted Jesus 
Christ. Then I came back to the 
lady and drawing up a chair sat 
down in front of her and asked 
her, “What can I do for you?” 

She replied, “Mr. Torrey, I have 
not a satisfactory Christian ex- 
perience.” 

I replied, “I do not think you 
have any Christian experience at 
all.” 


“Why,” she replied, “I am a 
church member.” 

I answered, “Unfortunately that 
does not prove anything. I am sor- 
ry to say that I have known many 
church members whom I could not 
believe were really saved.” 

“But,” she said, 
School teacher.” 

I said, “Unfortunately that does 
not prove anything. I am sorry to 
say I have known not a few Sun- 
day School teachers of whose sal- 
vation I was not at all sure.” 

“But,” she replied, “I am the 
widow of a minister.” 

“Well,” I said, “unfortunately 
even that fact does not prove any- 
thing. I do not read anywhere in 
the Bible that anyone is saved by 
marrying a parson. Now,” I said, 
“T do not believe that you ever in 
all your life came to God as a 
poor, vile, worthless, miserable, 
Hell-deserving sinner, not essen- 
tially better than those poor crea- 
tures over in the corner.” 

She immediately straightened 
up and her eyes flashed as she 
replied, “No, I never did, for I 
am not.” 

I looked at her and quietly said, 
“You are about as full of spiritual 
conceit as anyone I ever met.” 

She grasped out, “Mr. Torrey, 
you are cruel.” 

“No,” I replied, “I am kind, It 
is not cruel, it is kind, to tel} peo- 
ple the truth. Now,” I said, “you 
are a physician, are you not?” 

She said, “Yes, I am.” 

“Suppose you had a patient who 
had a great big tumor and you 
took a sharp knife and cut it out. 
Would that be cruel?” 

“No,” she answered, “that would 
be the kindest thing I could do.” 

“Well,” I said, “you have a great 
big tumor of spiritual pride and 
by the grace of God I will cut it 
out tonight.” The woman had 
sense even if she was proud. She 
immediately dropped on her knees 
and came to God as a poor, vile, 
worthless, miserable, Hell-deserv- 
ing sinner, and she got “a satis- 
factory Christian experience.” But 
there are some of you who have 
never done it, and some of you 
who are determined that you nev- 
er will do it. Well, you will or else 
you will spend eternity in Hell. 

Come, my genial, upright, pol- 
ished, perfect gentleman, you must 
get down and take your place as a 
sinner, if Jesus Christ is to take 
any interest in you and save you. 
Come, my fine lady, with fair and 
attractive life and beautiful char- 
acter and generous culture and 
winsome personality and an hon- 
oured place in society, you, too, 
have got to get down in your right 
place before God as a sinner if 
Christ Jesus is to save you. Yes, 
you must get down right alongside 
your, sister from the slums, for 
“Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save simners” and He saves no- 
body else. Are you one? Are you 
a real, genuine sinner? If not, 
Christ did not come for you. Oh, 
we have thousands in our churches 
today who have never taken their

places as lost sinners before Jesus 
Christ, and of course, they have 
never been saved. 

Over the door of the Moody 
Church in Chicago, when I was 
pastor, these words were engraved 
in the stone, “Welcome to this 
house of God are strangers and 
the poor.” I fear that motto kept 
a good many people away from 
that church. They preferred to go 
where the rich and cultured were 
especially welcome. But suppose 
that motto had read, “This church 
is for sinners.” Would you like to 
have gone to that church? But if 
this church in which we are met 
tonight is to be a true church of 
Jesus Christ that is whom it is for, 
for “sinners”: “Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners.” 

But while this great and won- 
derful text takes away all hope 
from the mere moralists, while it 
says to every man and woman who 
are unwilling to take their places 
before Christ as sinners, “Christ 
Jesus is not for you, the Gospel is 
not for you, the Bible is not for 
you, Heaven is not for you,” on 
the other hand, how wide this 
text throws open the door for all 
who are sinners and who know 
it. Yes, even for the vilest. Listen 
again, “This is a faithful saying, 
and worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners.” How many a man 
and woman there is today who is 
saying, “Christ Jesus is not for 
me, salvation is not for me, eternal 
life is not for me, the inheritance 
incorruptible, undefiled and that 
fadeth not away is not for me.” 
Why not, “Oh, I am so great a sin- 
ner.” Listen, “This is a faithful 
saying, and worthy of all accepta- 
tion, that Christ’ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners.” Do you 
hear that? It was in behalf of sin- 
ners that Jesus Christ came into 
this world, and because you are 
just what you are, a “sinner,” a 
grievous, way-down, miserable, 
hopeless, helpless, Hell-deserving 
sinner, it is just that fact that 
makes Christ Jesus for you, and 
Heaven for you, and salvation for 


you, and eternal life for you: 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 


Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners.” I see passing be- 
fore me as I speak a long, long line 
of men and women whom I have 
met in different parts of the world 
who seemed utterly beyond hope, 
and who considered themselves ut- 
terly beyond hope, because they 
had gone so deep into sin and re- 
mained so long in sin, but who by 
the power of this text were led to 
put their trust in the Saviour who 
came into the world to save “sin- 
mers.” Yes, “Christ Jesus came in- 
to the world to save sinners” and 
He does it. And He can-do-~it-for 
anyone here tonight who will take 
| his place as a lost sinner. But He 
: cannot do it for anyone else.

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Il, What Was the Purpose of 
Christ Jesus Concerning 
Sinners? 

We see then, it was in_ behalf 
of sinners that Christ Jesus came 
into the world, but What Was His 
Purpose Concerning Sinners? TO 
SAVE! “Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners.” As al- 
ready suggested, He did not come 
into the world to punish sinners. 
Neither did He come to condemn 
sinners. He did not come to up- 
braid sinners, He did upbraid cer- 
tain classes of sinners sometimes 
but that was not what He came 
for; that was merely an incident. 
He did not come to reform sinners, 
That is a hopeless and worthless 
task. It is like painting the cheeks 
of a corpse. It will not keep the 
corpse from rotting. He did not 
come to help sinners, to help them 
to do better. Ah, friends, a sinner’s 
case is so desperate that he needs 
something more than help, some- 
thing that goes far deeper than 
help. He came to SAVE sinners, to 
radically, thoroughly and eternal- 
ly save sinners, to save them free- 
ly, fully, and forever. 


1. First of all, He came to save 
sinners from the guilt of their sins. 
There is a Holy God up yonder, an 
infinitely Holy God, and when a 
man once sins he is a guilty sinner 
before yonder Holy God. His sins 
avert the face of that Holy Being 
from him, his sin separates be- 
tween him and that Holy God, and 
the wrath of that Holy God is 
kindled against him, though that 
God loves him. Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save us from 
our guilt, to save us from the 
wrath of God, and to give our 
guilty consciences peace. 


How did Jesus save sinners from 
their guilt? Listén to God’s own 
answer to that question, “Christ 
redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, having become a curse for us: 
for it is written, Cursed is every 
one that hangeth on a tree” (Gal. 
3:13). He saved us from the guilt 
of sin by taking our guilt upon 
Himself, by bearing our penalty 
in His own body on the cross of 
Calvary. The curse was your due 
and mine; but Jesus Christ, God 
manifested in the flesh, took that 
curse upon Himself. Listen again, 
“All we, like sheep, have gone 
astray; we have turned everyone 
to his own way; and Jehovah hath 
made to strike on Him (that is, 
Jesus Christ) the iniquity of us 
all” (Isa. 53:6, literally _transla- 
ted). By His atoning death Jesus 
Christ put away the sin that stood 
between you and God. By His 
atoning death, by the shedding of 
His blood, God’s wrath at my sin 
and at your sin was settled and 
settled forever. By His death my 
guilty conscience finds peace, Let 
me say that this is with me not 
a mere matter of theological opin- 
ion but a matter of glad and cer- 
tain experimental knowledge. 
Christ Jesus saves from the guilt 
and penalty of sin—I know that. 
I do not merely think so or hope 
so; I know it. I know that Christ 
Jesus “has power on earth to for- 
give sins” because He has for- 
given my sins, and they were very 
many and they were very great. 
And I know that through His 
atoning death, which I have accep- 
ted as the whole ground and the 
sole ground of my salvation, every 
sin of mine has been blotted out 
forever, and that there is not a 
cloud between me and the infi- 
nitely Holy God in whose presence 
the very seraphim veil their faces 
and their feet! 


2. But Christ Jesus came not 
merely to save the sinner from the 
guilt of his sins and from the pen- 
alty of his sins, but to save him 
also from the power of sin. Jesus 
Christ does save from sin’s guilt 
and .from sin’s punishment. He 
does save from a guilty conscience 
and from Hell, but, thank God, 
that is not all: He saves from sin’s 
power...QOur Lord’s own words 
bring this out with great clearness 
and foree. He Himself says in John 
8:34, “Every one that committeth 
sin is the slave of sin.” Now we 
all know..this is true. Oh, how 
many of us know tonight from 
bitterest experience the slavery 
of sin; the slavery, e. g., of in- 
temperane, or the slavery of lust, 
or the slavery of the greed for 
gold, or the slavery of a bad tem- 
per, or the slavery of an unruly 
tongue, or the slavery.of a mean 
disposition, or the slavery of un- 
clean thoughts. 


»Yes, we have all known some- 
thing about the bondage of sin, but 
listen to what Jesus Christ says 


two verses further on, “If there- 
fore the Son shall make you free, 
ye shall be free indeed” (John 
8:36). Jesus Christ the Son of 
God, the Saviour who died on Cal- 
vary’s cross to make pardon pos- 
sible, rose from the dead, and is 
today a living Saviour, and has 
“all power in heaven and on earth”’ 
(Matt. 28:19) and is therefore 
able to save to the uttermost, not 
merely from the uttermost but to 
the uttermost all those who come 
unto God through Him (Heb. 
7:25); and He saves us from all 
the slavery of sin. He saves us 
from sin’s power as well as from 
sin’s guilt. That is what He came 
to do; that is what He does do. 


Paul, who wrote the words of 
my text, knew from personal ex- 
perience the power of Christ Jesus 
to save not merely from the guilt 
of sin but to save from the power 
of sin as well. Paul had known 
the bondage of sin, the awful, 
grinding slavery of sin. Paul tells 
us that the more he tried to break 
away from sin the more helpless 
he found himself until at last, in 
utter despair, he cried, “O wretch- 
ed man that I am! who shall de- 
liver me out of the body of this 
death?” He seemed to himself like 
one chained forever to the “dead,”’ 
stinking “body” of sin, but when 
he cried, “Who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death” he 
got his answer at once. You will 
find the answer in the next verse, 
“I thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord” (Rom. 7:24, 25). 


Christ Jesus came into the world 
in behalf of sinners. He came to 
Save sinners. He came to save 
them from the guilt and penalty 
and power of sin. He does save 
from the guilt and penalty and 
power of sin whoever comes to 
Him and puts his trust-in Him. 
He will save any sinner who will 
believe on Him, who will just put 
their case in His hands. He will 
save them right now. He will not 
save anyone who will not come 
to Him and come as a sinner, but 
He will save, at once, freely, and 
fully and forever, every man, wom- 
an, and child who will come to 
Him and confess that they are 
sinners and put their trust in Him 
as their Saviour from the guilt 


and power of sin. He will save 
them freely, fully, and forever. 

Will you let Him save you? If 
any man, woman, or child, goes 
out of this building tonight un- 
saved, you will have no one to 
blame but yourself. “This is a 
faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners.” Let Him save you right 
now.
